Adding that one of the difficulties of 
the proposal was that the collateral 
offered by cattle men were usually not 
liquid.

At Dickinson the rain- 
fall amounted to 1.52 inches, In a short 
period, and at Napoleon, south of Bis- 
marck, the Tain was 1.60 inches.

Slightly less than a half inch of rain- 


fall fell, at Bismarck this morning. 
This rain has augmented the rainfall 
of yesterday in most sections of thy 
western part of the state, it Is beliey- 
ed.

FIND 5,000 MACHINE GUNS ON 


SHIP DESTINED FOR IRELAND 


PORT; INVESTIGATION IS BEGUN 


New York, .Tune 16,—An investiga- 


tion was under way today to deter- 
mine how and why more than 5,000 
machine guns, with hundreds of parts, 
were received nn board the steamer 
Eagiside while at her pier In Hoboken 
awaiting departure for an Irish port. 
Officials of the customs have, with th« 
department of Justice and the United 
States Shipping hoard, begun check 
Ing up on the facts in an effort t« 
discover to whom the weapons were 
Intended to be shipped and ordered 
them to be placed on the vessel. 


The arms were seized yesterday by 


United States customs officials and 
government agents expressed belief 
they were rtfistined for Ireland. Sub- 
sequently they were taken from the 
customs officials, who were preparing 
to cart them away, by Hoboken police, 
who acted under a search warrant 
sworn out -by Frank "Williams, who 
said the guns had been stolen from 
him.

stronger in Duaseldorf, • Ruhrort andj 
'Duisburg, the cities of Rhenish Prus- 
sia recently occupied by the French 
than In-Ctfayence, Coblenz and Cologne, 
which also-nave been under foreign 
occupation for fnore than two years 
by tue French, Americana and 'British. 


As one crosses from the left bank 


of the Rhine and enters recently oc- 
cupied territory the mood of the popu- 
lation becomes more sullen, their be- 
havior more' aloof and their hatred 
much more pronounced- 
'N\ 


Tbe reason may be that the French 


are occupy »ug tuat part of the right 
bank of the Rhine that they hold near 
the Ruhr in refcl military fashion and 
the occupation is much more severe 
than that on the left bank. 
' 


Hatred of Population 


The hatred of the population is di- 


rected more especially against the 
French and children are being brought 
up in a constant terror and "undis- 
guised scorn of the occupying,forcesj 
which gives but little promise that 
the real brotherly 
love 
between 


French add Germans will be, achieved 
with the coming generation. 


Occupations bring out the 
witty 


sides of the occupied populations and 
books have been written about the 
good jokes which the Belgians "perpe- 
trated on the Germans while the latter 
were ruling their country by.force/tff 
arms. Tbe Germans are now in the 
same position toward the French as 
the Belgians were toward them and: 
they bave not faUed to take advantage 
of the situation and a sense of humor 
has been developed 'among the Oer-, 
mans as an occupied country which

For any but really expert swimmers, the Red 


river is a dangerous place to swim, and even those 
who h&ve nothing to^ fear, from its current and 
undertow surely cannot find it very attractive 
with its mucky bottom and its very doubtful 
purity. 


Yet it is the only place Fargo has to offer, 


these'warm summer days. Those wi|bh automo- 
biles can take a 45-mile trip to the Minnesota 
lakes to enjpy good swimming facilities. Those 
without cars, can swim in the Red or not at all. 


It isn't a situation that a city of 25,000 should 


long tolerate. Warnings seem to have little or no 
effect. Fargo has had scores of object lessons in 
the dangers of the Red river during the last few 
years, but every hot summer day finds a goodly 
number of boys and youths swimming in the river 
and taking the same chances that have proved 
fatal so often in the past. 


The number of such tragedies during the season 


can be figured with almost mathematical precision. 
They will average about so many to the month, 
and it would be a safe prediction to make that at 
least one or two and possibly several more lives 
will be lost in the Red river before the present 
summer ends. 


Possibly the city commission or the park board 


would be warranted in restricting swimming to 
certain parts of the river and having guards with*

Gladstond referred to the "Act of 


Union" as the blackest and foulest 
transaction in the history of man; anl 
Macauley called It the union of the 
shark and Its prey. Nor IB there any 
moral force in the so-called union of 
Ii;cland and Great Britain. On this 
point, I again quote Mr, Gladstone: 
"Union with Ireland has no moral 
force • * * it rests on no moral basis. 
That Is the line I would always take 
wore I-an Irishman. That Is the lino 
which, as an Englishman, I now take " 


And as to the familiar "religious" 


argument: there Is no such question 
Involved In the Irish controversy; tha: 
IB, In the sense that the Catholics of 
Ireland undertake to control tho ro 
llglotis worship of any non-Cuthollc. 
The only religious Issue is that Intro- 
duced by the British government even 
before Us notorious activities in put- 
ting through the "Act of Union." On 
that occasion It dirt not hesitate to 
bring in the "religious" question when, 
it served Us purpose to disfranchise a, 
nation. And ever slnte it has care- 
fully fostered the "religious" question 
to strengthen its own position and 1t 
maintain division and discord amongst 
the people of Ireland. 


Ireland is separate and distinct from 


Great Britain; separate geographical- 
ly OB well as in Ideals and traditions. 
It has no necessary connection wltti 
Great Britain. 
Tho Irish Republic 


represents a government established 
by the will of the people of Ireland, 
substantially declared. For us to deny 
it recognition would be to> deny Amer- 
ica. It would mean a denial of the 
doctrine proclaimed by Jefferson an-1 
approved by Washington and Webster 
and Lincoln; the repudiation of the 
great principles set forth in tho Dec- 
laration of Independence.
